By DONALD FINLEY 
WASHINGTON (U PI) — Steel 
industry and union negotiators 
were reported near agreem ent 
today on new contracts cover­ 
ing 350,000 workers in the basic 
steel industry, wTith the settle­ 
ment expected to follow the

aluminum and -can industries. 
Sources dose to the talks said 
a final agreement could come 
as 
early 
as 
today,

in 
advance of Monday’s deadline 
calling 
for 
submission 
of 
unresolved 
issues 
to binding 
arbitration if agreem ent is not 
reached by that date. 
The present contracts expire 
Aug. 1, but under the “ Experi­ 
mental Negotiating Agreement” 
(ENA) worked out last year, 
the 
United 
Steel 
Workers 
(USW) agreed to give up the 
right to strike over national 
bargaining issues in return for 
arbitration 
of 
any 
unsettled 
issues. 


USW President 1. W. Abel 
said he agreed to the unprece­ 
dented 
negotiating 
agreem ent 
to forestall the normal pattern 
of steel stockpiling in anticipa­ 
tion of a strike. This stockpiling 
hedge against a possible strike 
has led to increased imports of 
steel 
and 
to 
layoffs 
after 
contract 
settlem ent 
as 
steel 
users relied on their stockpiled 
inventories rather than order­ 
ing new shipments. 
The ENA has not completely 
eliminated 
the 
possibility 
of 
strikes in the industry, howe­ 
ver. Union locals still will be 
able to call walkouts over local 
issues when local bargaining 
takes place after the m aster 
national contracts are signed.

TOKYO (UPI) — Some 6.5 
million workers carried out the 
biggest series of strikes in 
Japan’s history today, shutting

The strikers were demanding 
pay increases averaging about 
30 per cent to meet an inflation 
rate of 24 per cent over the 
past year. They also wanted to 
legalize strikes against govern­ 
ment-controlled industries.

National Railways (JNR) shut 
down 
all service on the 
nationwide system that carries 
about 50 per cent of the 
country’s «commuters and 75 
per cent of its freight. 
Some 230,000 employes of 
private rail lines began a two- 
day strike, shutting down all 
but a few lines. 
Some 5 million Japanese 
commuters in Tokyo and Osaka 
were left without rail service.

The Fifteenth Chapter of First Corinthians 
is regarded by many scholars as the most 
important chapter in the N jw Testament. J. 
B. Phillips reminds us ♦' 
it is the earliest 
evidence for the resu.. ection of Christ. 
Written some twenty years after the 
Galilean’s crucifixion, there were at the time 
none of the written Gospels. And there would 
still be many alive who remembered the 
Nazar ene. The Apostle Paul even lists some 
by name in this chapter who saw Christ alive 
after His public death! One is struck by 
Paul’s reference to “over five hundred 
Christians” who saw Jesus simultaneously, 
“of whom the majority are still alive.” 
The Apostle Paul was saying that the 
evidence for the resurrection does not rest on 
hallucinations of the weak-minded in the 
semi-darkness of early dawn. The evidence 
rests on actual appearances — many of them 
to many people on many occasions. The last 
of these appearances, according to the 
knowledge of the apostle, happened to Paul 
himself. He makes no at^m pt to persuade 
with moving words, but simply gives history 
in a matter-of-fact recital 
However, by the time he reaches verse 
twelve, he is mightily moved: “Now if Christ 
be preached that he rose from the dead, how 
say som e am ong you that there is no 
resurrection of the dead’’ But if there be no 
resurrection of the dead, then is Christ not 
risen: and if Christ be not risen, then is our 
preaching vain, and your faith is also vain.” 
St. Paul staked everything on the resurrec­ 
tion. It became his hope for a present 
spiritual transformation and a future bodily 
resurrection.

PHILIP H. WILLKIE 
A strange quiet prevails today in the huge private 
office of Rushville’s banker, attorney, industrialist, 
business man, and liberal advocate of many causes, 
Philip H. Willkie. The champion is dead. 
For many of his close professional and business 
associates, the passing of Mr. Willkie, although, not 
really expected, comes as no big surprise. These are 
the people who have daily seen his seeming unending 
drive in all directions as he called on his physical 
being to keep up with his mind. These are 'the 'people 
who have for years cautioned Phil to “slow down,” to 
“take it easy.” But the self imposed drive went on and 
on. 
Probably never in its history has Rushville had such 
a man as Phil Willkie. It may be ages when again state 
and national attention is drawn to our community as in 
his lifetime As his father was fearless in his 1940 
attack on the might of Franklin D. Roosevelt, Phil has 
been fearless in championing causes in which he 
believed. He spoke, people heard. 
Phil “ took on” bankers, school teachers, the 
medical profession, lawmakers, those who would saw 
down trees — all in the same fearless and reckless 
abandon. He was classified as a liberal in the political 
world, in banking, and in business. 
The first to acknowledge that his views were not 
always popular, he had an uncanny ability to predict 
the posssibilities of success and defeat on issues. He 
didn’t like to be a loser, but defeat did not discourage 
him. “You can’t win ’em all,” was part of his 
philosophy. 
Commanding an audience when he spoke, Phil was 
not awed by another’s prestige. He was at home with 
“big men.” He loved the role of the country lawyer 
and banker shooting down the bigger game. 
With degrees from three universities of prestige, 
Phil chose to invest his life and energy in Rushville 
and Rush County, the community of his boyhood. Very 
few are the people who did not know he was here. 
The community can now only stand by as 
expressions of deep sympathy flow in to the bereaved 
family - his mother, Edith Willkie, his wife Virginia, 
and the children.

Your Easter Gift May Lay An Egg 


Don’t give your children baby 
rabbits, chicks or ducks for 
Easter, urges the American Vet­ 
erinary M edical Association 
(AVMA). Not only is it cruel to 
give these animals as gifts, in 
many states and cities it is 
illegal. 
Rabbits, chickens and ducks 
are farm animals; they rarely 
survive in the home. A young 
child’s enthusiasm over the new 
pet often results in unknowing 
cruelty as legs are broken and 
wings crushed. If the animal 
dies or is injured, it is a trau­ 
matic experience for the child. 
If the animal survives, it gen­ 
erally ends up in an animal 
shelter. 
Because so many thoughtless 
people continue to give baby 
rabbits, chicks and ducks as 
gifts, shelters are unable to han­ 
dle them and most have to be 
destroyed. Even if the animal 
should live to maturity, many 
local ordinances would prohibit 
a family from keeping it. 
These are outdoor animals. 


They can not be house broken 
and may cause serious house­ 
keeping and health problems. 
Many are disease carriers. The 
N ational Center for Disease 
Control in Atlanta and other 
public health authorities warn 
that children and adults in close 
contact with these animals may 
be exposed to salmonellosis, a 
severe gastro intestinal infection. 
While the disease is rarely fatal, 
it requires medical treatment, 
often including hospitalization. 
In addition to the family, other 
pets in the household may be­ 
come ill. 


Because of the problems sur­ 
rounding Easter “Pets,” many 
communities have passed laws 
prohibiting the sale of these 
animals, including rabbits, duck­ 
lings and other fowl. 


E aster and the com ing of 
spring should be a time of joy 
and rebirth, not a period of 
physical 
illness, 
psychological 
trauma and the needless deaths 
of young animals. Be sure your 
Easter gift doesn't lay an egg.

Mrs. C ham bers recom m ends 
th at you try to pick a long 
lasting

mercial interests with regard to 
diet and heart disease. 


Don:’! Know Cause 
i am. joined in this atitude 
by eminent authorities. Famed 
heart 
surgeon 
Dr. 
Michael 
DeBakey, 
for example, 
has 
found that only about 30 per 
cent of heart patients have any 
cholesterol abnormality. He said 
recently. “We don’t knour the 
cause and we need to take a 


much saner attitude toward diet 
in relation to' heart disease, 
■since it is obvious that diet, as 
far as 65 to 70' per cent of 'the 
patients are concerned, has not 
been related to or associated 
with the disease in our ex­ 
perience.” 
And there are others. When 
the Food and Nutrition Board 
— 
A m e r i c a n * Medical 
Association Council of Foods 
and Nurtition joint statement on 
diet 
and 
heart 
disease 
was 
published 
in 
late 
1972, 
the 
chairmen of these groups said 
the 
statem ent 
was 
not 
a 
recommendation for the general 
public. 
Said Dr. Lloyd J. .Filer, FMB 
chairman: “The purpose of the 
FNA—AMA joint statem ent on 
diet and coronary heart disease 
is to encourage physicians to 
screen, identify, and treat in­ 
dividuals and families who may 
toe at risk of heart disease. It 
should not be interpreted as 


urging the general population to 
change its diet 'without medical 
supervision. Unless, 
a person 
d is .covers in consultation with, 
his physician that he has a 
possible heart disease problem, 
there is no reason to depart

traditional 
American 
eating patterns. But eating too 
much, weighing too much is, 
of course, to be avoided.” 
.And. Dr. Grace Goldsmith, 
AM.A Council chairman, said: 
"The Joint Statement of the

Power tools usually make the 
work easier although some are 
not as labor-saving as they 
appear to be.

This month nearly everyone 
has a food opportnaty to witness 
the arrival of visitors from 
'Outer space. 'These vis is tors are 
the April. .Lyrids, a well-known 
■meteor shower which 
will 
present its peak display in the 
early morning hours of April 
22. 
The Lyrids are one of several 
meteor showers that occur 
every year. Although they do 
not present a large number of 
meteors to be observed, they 
are known for their brightness. 
At the peak, the number of 
meteors is expected to be about 
12 each hour, though some 
Lyrids can be seen for two or 
three days before and. after the 
22nd. 
The activity of a meteor 
shower varies from year to year 
and is somewhat difficult to 
predict. This year., however, 
should be an except ion.ally good 
time to view this sparse shower 
since it will occur wdien the 
moon is below the horizon. This 
is very helptful, for dark skies 
improve the chances for seeing 
the fainter meteors. 
The Lyrids, like many other 
meteor showers, are associated 
with the past appearance of a 
comet. The Lyrid meteoroids 
are the left-over remnants from 
the passage of the first comet 
to round the sun in the year 
1061. Every year as the earth 
revolves around the sun, it 
encounters the path of that 
bygone comet. Debris from the 
comet still litters its old path 


in the sky and the collision of 
these particles with the earth’s 
atomosphere p r o d u c e s the 
I .meteor phenomenon. 
I 
The Lyrid meteors derive 
! their name from the con­ 
stellation from which they 
appear to originate, namely, 
Ly r a -The H a rp. 
For t-u n a tel y, 
this constellation has a bright 
star, Vega, in it and should be 
easy to find. At about 3 or 4 
a.m. on April 22. Vetfa can be 
seen in the eastern sky nearly 
overhead. It is from this point 
in the sky that the visiors will 
first appear as they begin their 
race across the heavens. 
Before the nature of meteors 
were known, 
the 
ancients 
thought of them as shooting 
stars. Today we know that 
meteors are made from mater 
spewed forth from the blazing 
l! passage of a comet and yet we 
can still be impressed by the 
b e a u t i f u l and sometimes 
spectacular viewr offered by 
these oosimic streakers. 
April is also a good month 
I. to see many of the brighter 
planets. Venus and Jupiter are 
both very prominent as morning 
stars, rising after midnight. On 
the 15th, they can be seen close 
together with Venus as the 
brighter of the two. Mars and 
Saturn also are visible this 
month, appearing as evening 
stars, setting about 8 p.m. On 
the 20th, these planets also will 
appear dose together. Mars is 
easily distinguished by its very 
red color. 
Hess, One-Time Deputy To 
Hitler, Appears On British TV 


LONDON (DPI) — Impris­ 
oned Nazi 'leader Rudolf Hess, 
his face gaunt and cheeks 
hollow, says he flowr to Britain 
in 1940 to tell the world “the 
Fuehrer wanted to stop the 
fighting” during World. War II. 
The 
one-time 
deputy 
to 
Adolph Hitler looked like a man 
who had spent a quarter- 
century in jail when he 
.appeared on British, television 
Tuesday night in a film shot 
secretly 
at 
West 
Berlin’s 
Spandau Prison. 
Hess, his hair white and his 
eyes sunken, said he flew to 
Scotland in 1940 to open peace 
talks because he felt Hitler 
wanted an end to the war. 
“I knew that the Fuehrer 
wanted to stop the fighting by 
understanding," Hess said in. 
halting English. “I took the 
opportunity. I remember that I 
had several times difficulties.” 
Hess, who has been held in 
Sptndau since 'shortly after 
World War II, was sentenced to 
life in prison in 1946 for war 
crimes. 
Britain’s Independent Televi­ 
sion News (ITN) said 'the film 
and a brief taped interview 
with the former Nazi leader 
were made by the former camp 
commander. 
Hie commander, U.S. Army 
Col. Eugene Bird, said, he lost 
his job at Spandau two years 
ago and faced possible prosecu­ 
tion because of his informal 


contacts with. Hess. 
One scene in 'the film, 
believed to be the first taken of 
Hess while at Spandau, showed 
the Nazi leader walking briskly 
along a path in the prison 
garden. 
In another scene, Hess, who 
turns 80 on April 26, stood 
wearing 
a 
dark overcoat, 
clasped his hands behind his 
back and looked at the camera. 
In a third, he laughed and 
smiled as he 
read what 
appeared to be letters. 
One short segment of the film 
showed Hess in his furnished 
quarters at Spandau. where he 
has been the only inmate for 
the past half-year. The walls 
were covered with charts of the 
moon. 
A com. menta tor said Hess 
was especially interested in 
space travel. “He is interested 
in the future, not the past,” the 
commtntator said. 


Spring Fashions:

Everyone 
WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Soft’n gentle or bold’n strong 
— that’s 'the pleasant contrast 
you’ll find at the fabric counter 
or on ready-to-wear racks this 
spring. It’s a sure-to-please 
everyone fashion forecast, says 
Jean Good rick. 
An Extension clothing and 
textiles specialist at Purdue 
University, Dr. Goodrick says 
the spring fashions will be 
“predominately gentle, but a 
bold, sturdy look will be im­ 
portant as well.” 
You’ll see many gentle fabrics 
on the fashion scene: crepe de 
chine, crepe georgette, chiffon, 
and organdy, Dr. Goodrick 
predicts. In fact, some fabrics 
usually reserved for evening 
wear may be worn in daylight- 
soft chiffon, halter blouses with 
a linen suit, for example. And 
the newest day coat is made 
Oi crepe de chine. 
But there uil be some relief 
from the gentle fabrics, the 
specialist says. Sturdy gabar­ 
dines, linen, linen-like fabrics, 
and menswear plaids will be 
important in the spring fashion 
picture. 
“Gabardines are especially 
appropriate 
for 
the 
softly 
tailored suits, and the mens­ 
wear plaids will be seen in 
the more severly tailored suits 
influenced by men’s wear,”' Dr. 
Goodrick says. 
Spring colors, as well as 
f a b r i c s , are gentle, the 
specialist continues. But gentle 
colors, too, are balanced, by 
strong colors—clear brights and 
bright-brights. 
Pinks range from powder to 
salmon to shocking; neutrals 
range from ivory to caramel 
to taupe; greens from lime to 
pistachio to emeralds. And 
apricot, peach, and mauve are 
among the gentle, nice-and-easy 
colors. 
What about fabrics motifs? 
Dr. Goodrick forecasts lots of 
polka dots, small patterns, and 
fruits and flowers on one hand. 
But in contrast, there will be 
plenty of boldness — stripes, 
more stripes, and plaids — from 
w hie hto choose. And the stripes 
will range from diagonals to 
multi coloreds to pajama stripes 
Whether your taste runs to 
the gentle or the strong, the 
spring fabrics may be hard to 
resist, Dr. Goodrick points out. 
In fact, the fabrics may tempt 
you to over-spend your clothing 
budget— something you may 
really have to watch since 
clothing prices have increased. 
For this reason, the specialist 
cautions you to consider how 
well, a new fabric will fit into' 
your existing wardrobe before 
you buy. 
“In addition.” she adds, 
“consider how the fabric will 
look on you. Think about your 
size, figure characteristics, and 
coloring before 
buying 
— 
especialy if you’ll be wearing 
the fabric several seasons to 
come.” 


1st Hoosier Atomic Generating 
Plant Building Begins At Once 


HAMMOND, Ind. (UPI ) — 
Construction of the first nuclear 
generating plant in Indiana will 
begin. Immediately on Lake 
Michigan, midway b e t w e e n 
Gary and Michigan City in 
Porter County. 
Dean H. Mitchell Northern 
Indiana, Public Service 'Co. 
chairman and chief executive 
officer said today. “We have 
been informed that the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s 
safety 
and .licensing board has author­ 
ized the commission to issue a 
construction permit for us to 
build Indiana’s first nuclear 
generating station at our B a illy 
site on Lake Michigan.” 
NIPSGO made its initial appli­ 
cation to the AEC for permis­ 
sion to build the 685-megawatt 
generating station in August, 
1970. Plans then estimated cost 
would total $185 million. Offi­ 
cials say the plant will now cost 
$243 million before production 
begins, planned for the summer 
of 1979. 
Tt is our firm conviction that 
the inclusion of nuclear fuel in 


the generation of electricity is 
the ultimate solution to meeting 
the future energy requirements 
of this nation,” Mitchell said. 
The AEC approval, he said, 
“underscores the acceptance of 
this form of electrical energy 
produciion from both a safety 
and environmental point of 
view, and helps insure an ade­ 
quate supply of electricity for 
the people of northern Indiana 
in the years ahead.” 
NIPSCO officials said up to 
1.000 persons would be employ­ 
ed during construction, and be­ 
tween 75 and 100 would operate 
the nuclear generating station 
when it came on line 
The utility serves nearly 
332.000 electrical customers in 
21 Hoosier counties and will 
have a generating and pur­ 
chased power capacity of 2,311 
meg watts when its new' 520- 
watt fossil, fuel plant in Michi­ 
gan City comes on line later 
this mouth. 
A 520-megawatt fossil fuel 
generating plant is scheduled to 
go into production of electricity 
at the Kankakee site in 1976. 
White House Denounces Attack 
By House Speaker As ‘Demagogic’ 


WASHLNGTON (UPI) — The 
White House has denounced as 
“demagogic” an attack by 
House Speaker Carl .Albert on 
the Nixon administration’s eco­ 
nomic policies. 
Albert told a news conference 
, Tuesday despite the President’s 
insistence there would be no 
recession 'in 1974, American 
workers feel they are already 
in one. 
“For more than 95 per cent 
of all Americans who must 
depend on their jobs and 
paychecks for their income and 
security the Nixon administra­ 
tion’s mismanagement of the 
economy has been disastrous,” 
Albert, said. 
“The average A m e r i c a n 
worker clearly feels he and his 
family have been in a recession 
for more than a year.”
